The supreme court has affirmed the 


decision ot tbe lower court in Ihe case ol 
people against Ah Fook, who was con- 
victed oi murder iu Judge Kisley'e ctmrl 
anil sentenced to life imprisonment al 
?olsom. Tlie murder was committed in 
1893 and Ah Fook was the third China- 
man charted wilh tlie crime.

The eecond was tried and acquitted and 
finally Fook was convicted. 


After ho was adjudged guilty and 


sentenced to life imprisonment, his 
attorneys, Thompson & Prince, who be 
lieved and still believe in his innocence 
took an appeal to the supreme court 
and, in the meantime, Ah Fook ha 
waited patiently in jail for the verdic 
of the higher tribunal. He haeall along 
protested hie innocence, and while th 
case was pending in the enpreme court 
a material witness, who was out of tn 
state during the trial, returned, and 
after looking at Fook in the jail declare 
that be was not the murderer. The wil 
ness was A.T.Oonnard, and it was h 
who sold the weapon the murderer an 
on the night of the killing saw the mal 
slayer fleeing from the scene of his deed 
Connard is very positive in his remem 
branco of tbe Mongol to whom he so, 
the weapon and whom he saw runnin 
after the murder, and he says that h 
was not Ah Fook. 
It waa hoped that the supreme coun 


would reverse the case, and that would 
cut tho gordian knot. But as it is now, 
tbe only way to save an innocent man 
from the penitentiary is by appeal to the 
Governor. There are very few people 
who believe that Ah Fook had any more 
to do with tho murder than he had with 
the blowing up oi tho Maine. Moat of 
the jurymen who voted to convict him 
are ready to sign a petition to tho Gov- 
ernor for his pardon, and in the liRhtol 
Connard's testimony, the fact that Ah 
Fook was convicted solely on Chinese 
testimony and also tho fact that thoso 
•nine Chinamen swore at the former 
trial that an entirely different man did 
the klllind-in the light of those facts it 
is believed that Governor Budd will

improvement. A new senae of national 
strength and energy seems unquestiona- 
bly to have developed eince the news of 
the American victory at Manila, and the 
business community generally, with few 
escoptiouB, appears to have come to tbe 
conclusion that tbe possible effects ol 
the present war have been already well 
discounted. 


Among the more favorable features ol 


thw week have been tbe slightly easier 
tone in tho money market .and a little 
more disposition on the part ol financial 
institutions to accommodate legitimate 
demands of trade. Another has b-aen 
tbe'very general recognition of the criti- 
cal position of wheat supplies in the 
lowering or the suspension entirely of 
import wheat duties, notably in Italy.

Gutbrle for Company E of bis regiment* 
" Lieutenant Colonel W. B. Johnson. 
Sixth infantry, Fresno, Oal:—You will 
report with all the companies of your 
regiment, except Company F, to Cap- 
tain F. De L. Carriog'on, First United 
States infantry, at the armory, corner 
ol Page and Gough etreeta, San Fran 
cieco, for muster into the service of the 
United Statei. The adjutant Reneral 
will furnieh you with transportation and 
has Riven you the detalle « to the 
quartermaster and commisory depart- 
ments. Yon are further directed to 
uave prepared by the 
commanding 


officers of each company and for the 
field and staff olncen three muster rolls 
for each, containing tn the usual alpha- 
betical order the names of all officers 
and men at this date; and there must 
aleo be entered upon each of said mutter 
rolls tho names of all each officers and 
men at this date, showing dates of en- 
listment and those mustered and sworn 
into the service of the United States 
under this order und giving reaaon why 
any one not mustered in was not mus- 
tered. 


"Hoforo being mastered into the serv- 


ice of the United States the command- 
iut; oilicer of the regiment will also 
cause to be taken a complete and cor- 
rect inventory, in triplicate, of all prop- 
arty received by him or any portion of 
bis command, and in bis possession or 
their possession, from or through the 
state, and on each of BUCU inventories 
he eball eien or receipt tor the property 
enumerated therein, provided the same 
Is taken into the eervice of the United 
States. Such inventory must be in de- 
tail and exact in every particular, and 
under the head of blouaee, trouaeta and 
bate he will alao note the number re- 
ceived under the last issue by the uni- 
form board of California.
